In compliance with Mr. I'owers'b request that I cor- 
reei the false statement alluded to therein, I make this 
■IstenMnt and ask you to publish Mr. Powns's letter ia 
connection with it. 

I want unequivocally to say that never for one instant 
was that aftidavit out of my poH«es«ion from the date it 
was exe<'uted, January 'J9th, litOl, until I dt'l i vtrcd it in 
peraon to Jud^c Sim> at the Gait Huuse in lyouisviile on 
July SOth.iyOii, — more than two years later — in order that 
it plight be used on the recent trial of Mr. Powers.

He told me that he wanted to make nothing but a truth- 
ful statement in his affidavit; that it was entirely volun- 
tary on bis part, and that when 1 should prepare the affi- 
davit, which I was (o-do when I should leave him, 1 could 
submit it to bis counsel.
